The sensations produced by the 
llelter-Roche trial today were of a 
character calculated to amuse the au 
dience which is as large as ever in 
spite of the heat. 


Mrs. Belter was on the stand and 


added something to her story. 
The 


most important witness of the morn- 
ing', however, was Mrs. Zugschwert 
who for two years lived in the same 
house with Mrs. Helter. 
Her recital 


of what Helter told her two weeks ago 
is interesting in the extreme. 


After the witnesses for the defense 
had been sworn they were separated, 
and Joseph Price, of Gnadenhutten, 
was called. He said: 
"1 have known Helter and bis wife 


for 20 years. I heard this suit was 
commenced, and afterward saw Hel- 
ter and his wife together. I was sit- 
ting io front of the postonice when 
the* drove up. He got out and she 
held the horse. When he came out 
he got in the buggy again and they 
drove off. 
"One day I was sitting on the porch 


where my son lives when they drove 
hy^rruui £he direction of Uhrichsville 
li was after this suit had been tiled. I 
had read of it in the L'hrichsviile 
(_'!ifsnide. 
Reading about the suit in 
the newspaper and bearing a man talk 
about it when :hey drove up the post 
office caused me to notice Mr. and 
Mr>. Heller together." 
To Judge Hunter he said: I was at 


the postotlice when Mr. and Mrs. Hel- 
tt-r came up.

To Captain James he said Heiter's 
sister did not look like Helter's wife 
and he could not be mistaken in 
them.

was the next. He said: 
"I know Helter and tis wife. I have 


known Louisa since she was a little 
tiirl. and Helter for six or seven years. 
1 read of the suit in the papers, and 
afterward saw Helter and his wife to- 
gether. The were driving down Mam 
street. There was a general report 
that the suit had commenced." 
Judge Huater objected to this line 


of testimony, -but Judge E isoa ad- 
mitted it and an exception was noted. 
"Helter and his wife drove down 


Main street. I was on the sidewalk. 
Mr attention was attracted to them 
by a remark. They were in a buggy 
(Irawo by two horses. They drove 
down the street." 
"To Judge Hunter be said: "This 


happened on Sunday, in the forepart 
of June. 1 had seen Helter frequent- 
ly. He was going south. Charles 
Lantr was standing on the sidewalk 
with me. The tirst I heard of the 
suit I read it in the newspapers.

Mr. Roche d:dn't talk to me 
about what he wanted me to swear to. 
1 havn't talked to the witnesses who 
preceded me on the stand.

Charles Ford, of near Conesville, 
said: "1 am acquainted with George 
Helter. I have known Bessie Kistler 
all my life. In the fall of 1S99 1 saw 
Helter and Bessie Kistler at a picnic 
in Dresden. They were talking and 
laughing and having a good time. 
They we/e walking around together. 
They ate dinner together. 
They 
seemed to be very friendly walking 
together. In the evening 1 saw Uel- 
ter and Bessie Kistler getting into a 
rig that was going to Dresden. 
Bes- 
sie and Uelter wete sitting in the rear 
seat. I have seen them walking on 
Main street in Cosbocton. They were 
going toward the river. It was in the 
evening. They were opposite Mllli- 
gan's at the corner of Second. They 
were 
walking along when I saw 


them.'1 


On cross examination the witness 
said: "i have known Bessie Kisiler 
all my life. I don't know whether she 
abandoned her husband in Conesville. 
I never visited her. and I have never 
been at her hou^e.

I told him I didn't want 
to come. 
''When I saw Heller and Bessie 


talking on the street. Bessie lived in 
laleta."' 
•'Were Bessie and her husband liv- 


ing together in Isleta the time of the 
Dresden picnic'r"' asKed Mr. Adams. 
"They were." 
Susie'Willssaid: "I live in Pleasant 


City, Guernsey count;.'. I have seen 
Helter. I saw him two years asrq at 
Ed Guthrie's house near Conesville. 
Bessie Kistler was there. 
1 saw him 


and Bessie in the front room togeth- 
er. She was sitting on a stool and 
one of Heiter's arms was around her 
waist. There was a bed in the room."' 
When questioned as to the position of 
Heiter's other arm the witness gave a 
ready answer that seemed to satisfy 
the audience but which THE AGE 
cannot repeat. 
•'I don't do much of anything in 
Pleasant City,"- said the witness. •'! 
am living with my husband. When I 
saw Helter and Mrs. Kistler at the 
house in Conesville I took my baby 
and went borne. I have seen Helter 
since but that was the first time I 
eversaw him. I have seen him at 
Guthrie's bouse since but I don't 
know how many times. I have seen 
Judge Roche. He was once in my 
house. Three weeks ago t«day he was 
there a short time. lie told me he 
was there on business connected with 
the trial. I did not tell him about 
what I have related on the witness 
stand. 
"Levy Thacker's wife was in the 


Guthrie bouse the day I was there. I 
didn't know anything about the wo- 
men, 
I had heard some taik of Bessie 
Kistler but this was the first I ever 
saw her. I don't know why Bessie 
Kistler left her husband." 
"Do you recognize this man as he 
sits here as the one you saw at Guth- 
rie's'?" asked Mr. Adams.

Helter said Stewart was "onto him." 
The witness said the Guthrie and 
Kistler women didn't get off bete that 
night. 


Judge Hunter conducted the cross 


examination but brought t-ut nothing 
new. 


Mrs. Helter walked into the court- 


room as court was being adjourned. 
She had just- reached umn and had 
been met at the station by Mr. Rausch. 
brother of the attorney. 


TUESDAY MORNING 


Mrs Helter Was Early in Tbe Cooriroom. 


Lookicf Well. 


Mrs. Helter was early in the court- 


room, and looked well. The black hat 
was set jauntily on her head, and a 
white waist- and a skirt uf modest 
brown completed her attire- 
She sat near her husband until 
called to the witness chair. She bad 
been recalled by the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Rausch was "about to begin when 
Mr. Adams objected on the grounds 
that Captain .iames was not present. 
Bailiff Jeffries wss Sent to call him. 
and Judge Eason took occasion to cau 
tion Mr. Rausch that th'S was testi- 
mony in chief and not in rebuttal. 
When all was in readiness Captain 
James objected on the ground that he 
had a right to have a witness exam- 
ed. Judge Hunter waived objection, 
and Smith Jones, of Isleta. took the 
chair. He said. 
"I a» 59 years old. and am a farm 
er. I know George Helter. and I 
know Bessie Kistler. She lived with 
her husband at Isleta- I recived let- 
ters addressed to me from Coshocton. 
On opening the envelopes I found an- 
other in each envelope addressed to 
Mrs. K'Stler. I received two or three 
of them. I handed the letters inside 
to Mrs. Kistler. 1 told Helter I was 
not going to deliver mail to other peo- 
ple- Helter said if he was sending these 
letters he didn't want to worry me. 
"I got no more letters. He was in 
business in Coshccton and I bought 
ten or a dozen buggies from him." 


On cross examination he said: '-We 


thought Mrs. Kistler was a very nice 
lady tben. 1 toid Heiter that if the 
letters weie from bim I didn't feei 
like delivering them. I doa't remem- 
ber whether he denied sending those 
letters. These letters came two or 
three years ago. I said notb'ng to 
Doctor K'Stler about '• be letters." He 
and h'S wife had Mime trouble. 
You 
can't prove by ine tiiat Mrs. K=stler 
was a loose w'jmaa. I sa-v many pec- 
nie go to K'Stler's some to buy whisky 
aiid some to j;ei medicine. I never 
saw Helter. there." 


Mrs. Heiter was again called to the 


stand. As before Mr. Rausch question 
ed her and she said: 


"Daring the summer of 1900 Mrs. 


Henselman made me a wrap." 
Cap- 
tain James objected to this line of tes- 
timony because he had not been al- 
lowed logo into that question. JuJge 
Hunt 
supported Irs claim. 
The 


witness continued: 
"Judjie Ryche visited me the night 
the garment was completed. 
He 
came as late as y o'clock. I don't re 
member when he ieft." 


•'This is :n apswer to testimony we 
have offered." said Captain James. 
•'This is Dot the proper time." 


Judge Hunter held this was simply 
a recall of the witness and was not in 
reply. Captain James replied that 
Mrs. Heiter was replying U> the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Henseiman as brought 
out in his cross .examination. 
He in- 
sisted that the defense be allowed to 
go on. 


Judee Eason overruled the objec- 


tion and an exception was noted. Mrs. 
Hester said: 
"I don't remember by what door 


Judge Koche id I the hou.se nor do I 
know what direction he U»ok when he 
pot outside. 1 never went outside the 
door when Judge Hoohe left, aud I 
don't remember the manner of his 
leaving this night." 


Mr. Rausch endeavored to br:ng out 
testimony that Captain James said 
was in reply to what Mrs. Henseiman 
said, and Judge Hunter claimed ?he 
defense had no rieht to open in cross 
examination. .Judjre Eason held that 
cross examination was broader than 
examination in chief and overruled 
the objection. Mrs. llelter contin- 
ued: 


'•Early one evening Judge Roche 


and I were sitting in the south room. 
I looked out and saw Mrs- Hcnselraan 
looking out of her bedroom window, 
said she had seen us. He said no, but 
for me u> walk out on the porch anr 
she would think I was alone. I wenl 
out and spoke to her daughter. 


"When Judge Roche came he would 


open the screen and walk in. 
He al- 


ways approached slyly. 
He wore a 


[oog coat. He told me be tied it in 
rront so people would not recognize 
it. He changed his hats. Sometimes 


wore bis hat when he left. Some- 
times he folded bis arms in front and 
one night he folded bis arms behind 
him. 
He walked by Henselman's 
house ic that way." 
To Captain James she said: "I caite 


down to town last evening. 
I stayed 
last night at ihe Park hotel. Uelter 
was there. I didn't speak to him. I 
did talk with Mr. Rau&cb. He was in 
the parlor. One of Mr. Rauch's broth- 
ers is here and two of Mr. Heiter's. I 
am paying my own bills there. I bad 
the money before I came. Belter did 
not furnish any. I bad none left that 
Ruche gave me. No fees have been 
advanced to me. 
"I bad a garment made by Mrs. Hen- 


seiman. I wanted it forSunday morning 
and she said she wuuld work. I don't 
remember that I told her to send it 
me. The day she finished it I told 


her not to send it over if she didn't 
get it there at 9 o'clock. I don't re- 
member telling her not to send it. 
•The night Judge Roche was there 


[ walked out on the side porch and to 
the steps. I remained one or two 
minutes and went back. 
Roche told 


me u> walk out there. I didn't report- 
to him when I returned for I had 
nothing to report. 
There were no 


ighLS in the house. I spoke to Mrs. 
Elenselman's daughter when I was on 
>,he porch. When I went back Judge 
Roche was sitting in a rocker near the 
north door. I sat down in another 
chair near him. It was pretty close, 
but not touching the chair in which 
he sat. I changed seats that evening, 
and one time stood up and talked. 
I 
don't remember the subject we were 
discussing. 
There was no poetry 
that evening. I missed it. I am fond 
of prtetry. 
"He didn't stay loag that evening 
I can give you no idea how long he 
wras there. I can't recall every event. 
This was all new to me, and as things 
developed it was opening a new world 
to me. Every impression was indelli- 
bie, but- I cannot remember all be 
said. In some instances I can give 
an idea, in some I cannot. I don't 
know whether ic was a mere formal 
call or a visit. There were other calls 
the ones you term a tragedy I don't 
Know whether there was a tragedy 
connected with this visit. 
About ail 
I know is that he was there and lef i. 
''There were other evenings when 
there was no tragedy. I can give you 
iiO idea of the number." 
"Where is the petition in this 
case'?'-' 
asked the captain, but it' 


could not be found. Tbe point raised 
oy tuis was pushed by the captain, 
out Mrs. Helter denied having given 
exact intormation to her husband. 
"The evenrng when we had poetry 
and romance did not exceed those of 
the tragedies." said the witness. "I 
don't thiokJ udgeRoche visited melOO 
times. I don't know how many times. 
It was more than six or seven, but 1 
don't know. 
"Henseimaos bad not gone to bed 
that night when I went out on the 
porch, but I don't know what time it 
was. I aidn'c know whether Judge 
Roche was coming. Whoever it was. 
Mr. Roche always told me when he 
was coming." 
That closed the t-est-imony of the 


witness and she was allowed to go 
When court 
reconvened Captain 
James asked an order from the com t 
that Mrs. Helter remain in Coshocu n 
until discharged. It was granted auu 
Mrs. Zugschwert was called. 
"I am 27 years old and have always 


lived here- I have been married seven 
years. My husband's name is Will- 
iam. 
We live on South Second street. 
I know George Helter. i think we 
moved into the house with the Bel- 
ters in 1SL-S. We had three rooms and 
they had five. We lived in the same 
house about two years. Mrs. Helter 
remained about a month after her 
husband went- west. Mrs. Helter then 
moved with her sister to Cherry 
street. 
"I knew the Helters. We exchang- 


ed visits and occasionally went out 
together. 
"At one time Helter approached 


me, about two weeks ago. and said be 
understood that I had said Diamond 
Jack bad called at bis bouse. I said it 
was a lie and said I had beard Dia- 
mond Jack passed the bouse and Mrs. 
Helter pulled back the curtain. 
"He asked me to tell him about Di- 


amond -Tack and his wife. 
I said 
I didn't care to tell it against 
Mrs. Helter in the courtroom: that he 
was pretty smart and could get me 
out or it." 
Judge Hunter objected to the evi- 
dence oeing * given. 
Captain James 
said he proposed to show Heiter's 
character. J udge Eason read the law 
to show that a plaintiff's character 
was involved, and Judge Hunter read 
a section in opposition to it 
Judge 


Eason overruled the motion, and an 
exception was taken. Continuing the 
witness said: 
"He coaxed me to tell him what I 


kn.-w. Then he said Mrs. Helter had 
accused him of being smitten on me. 
I said I didn't know why she should 
do thai. ;ii;d he said if anyone said 
anything against us he would have 
them arrested. He said we should 
stick together. 
He said Thad L. 


Montgomery would go on the stand 
and swear he was worth $10,000. and 
be could give his wife $5,000 and still 
have plenty left. I said there was not 
enough money in itiis town to make 
me give up my husband. I told Hel- 
ter. 'I don't think you want m-».' anrf 
he answered, 'If your bust and w. 8 
out of the way I don't know what ai/- 
proaches I might make to you. Sadie 
there is nothing like being vindictive.' 
Then he asked if he could sneak to 
me on the street if I saw Mrs." Helter 
coming. 1 told him I was poor, but I 
was decent and respectable. He said 
even a woman like me with those two 
little children didn't make any differ- 
ence. I don't know what he meant

Under the provisions of the bill as 


reported by the committee the presi- 
dent of Cuba must b* a Cuban, native 
or naturalized. In the latter case, as 
provided by the constitution, he must 
nave served in the Cuban army 10 
years. Me must be at least 40 years 
old. The same conditions apply to 
the vice president. 
Presidential elec- 


tors shall be Cubans by birth or have 
been naturalized eight years, and taey 
•ust be 30 years old. 


Senators shall be elected by provin- 


cial legislatures and an equal number 
of citizens. One-half of the latter must 
be Cuban by birth or hare been natur- 
alized eight years. They must be at 
least 25 years old and may be able 
to read and write. They must have 
resided in the province for two years 
and be among the largest real estate 
taxpayers. The other half must hare 
professional degrees or must have 
held public office. Four senators shall 
represent each province. 


Gorernors of the provinces and pro- 


Tincial legislators must be of Cuban 
birth or have been naturalized eight 
years. They must be at least 30 years 
old. They must possess title by pub- 
lic decree or have filled office by pop- 
ular vote. The same restrictions re- 
tarding citizenship are laid upon con- 
gressmen, who must be 25 years old. 
Senators must be Cuban by birth and 
36 years old. 


Havana will have IT congressmen, 


Santiago 13, Saata Clara 14. Matanzas 
8, Pinar Del Rio 7 and Puerto Prin- 
cipe S. 


Havana will have 21 presidential 


electors. Santiago 17, Santa Clara IS, 
Matanzas 12, Pinar Del Rio 11 and 
Puerto Principe 8. 


In the provincial legislatures minor-

The project provides for two elec- 


tions. At the first will be elected gov- 
ernors of provinces, provincial legis- 
lators and senatorial electors. At the 
second, to be held eight days later, 
congressmen and presidential electors 
wiil be chosen; 30 days after the sec- 
ond election the presidential electors 
are to elect the president 


The measure provides for universal 


suffrage, but restrictions as to ability 
to read and write are imposed in the 
case of officeholders.

Long will leave Thursday for his an- 
nual vacation, the major portion of 
which will be spent at his home at 
Hingham, Mass. He probably will re-

Acial busincM, lallu IntercMiaajy «f 
the Igorrotes under his Joriadlctloa. 
writes the Manila correcpondent oC th* 
New York Post under the date of May 
28. These peculiar people wet* th* 
first in the Philippine* to a«k for a dr- 
11 government, and Mr. Whitmarah 
was the first provincial governor ap- 
pointed. Government In his prortne* 
differs materially from that daewhei* 
In the archipelago, necessarily ao be- 
cause of the character of the inhabit' 
anta. Aa explained by Mr. Whitmanh. 
the Igorrotes are hi a position some- 
what similar to that of the North Amer- 
ican Indians, under an agent, but with 
a large measure of freedom In mattac* 
of local government. While the gov- 
ernor fixes the laws of the province, 
each municipality elects Its officers and 
makes its Jawa, excepting those relat- 
ing to taxation, and this last restt 
lightly, being only one-half of 1 per 
cent on property, or 50 cents (gold) 
yearly for those not possessing proper- 
ty. 


"An Igorrote town Is the most Inde- 


pendent Institution in the Islands," 
Governor VThitmarsh says. "It uses 
•very cent of Its taxes for Its own ben* 
cfit, nothing going Into the provincial 
government. All that the governor can 
do is to approve or suggest amend- 
ments to laws. BO that the Igorrotas are 
enjoying a good opportunity to practi- 
cally learn how to govern themselves. 
I was astonished at the amount of ap- 
titude and intelligence the native* dis- 
played in framing their laws. I have 
allowed them to follow pretty much 
their own Ideas and often have ap- 
proved minor legislation which I knew 
would be unsatisfactory In order that 
they might learn its ineffectuality and 
Improve themselves In self govern- 
ment" 


Individually the Igorrote Is self de- 


pendent. 
"He ran supply his needs 


and those of his family with little ef- 
fort. Money Is no inducement to him. 
He doesn't want to work, doesn't want 
to change his dress and doesn't want 
to become a Christian. In fact, he baa 
no need of the aid of th* outside world. 
The question is how can we induce him 
to accept civilization. 
The Igorrote 


would be happier and better off with- 
out civilization, but this is necessary 
for his preservation, or the Juggernaut 
of the world will crush him out of ex- 
istence." 


These Igorrotes are antagonistic to 


the Tagalogs and also to Christiana. 
They are thorough pagans, bat are 
moral and honest, although they will 
lie. Childish In many respects, they 
can fight on occasion, and Governor 
Whltmarsh tells of a force of 75 of 
them which he organized and which, 
armed with bolos and six guns, scout- 
ed through the territory of the preda- 
tory and head hunting Bosols, north- 
east of the province, broke up their 
gangs and captured their leaders. They 
do not fight the Americans, however, 
and 34 soldiers easily keep order hi the 
province. 


The quartermaster's department Is to 


build about 50 bouses for the use of the 
civil employees of the government. 
They will be built on the exposition 
grounds, and the barracks there, soon 
to be vacated by the soldiers, will be 
converted into dwellings. The object 
Is to relieve the employees of the ex- 
cessive cost of living, which Is higher 
here than in the United States. Ac- 
commodation at the Inferior hotels 
costs £35 (gold) per month, bnt hi the 
houses to be built by the government it 
is thought that satisfactory quarters 
and board can be furnished for $30 a 
month. Each bouse will probably ac- 
commodate five or six persons. They 
will be built of Filipino woods and 
adapted to the climate. The barracks 
•will be divided into apartments suited 
to families, bachelors and mess balls. 
It is intended also to establish stores 
similar to army commissary stores for 
the benefit of civilian employees, where 
goods can be bought at about 10 per 
cent above their cost to the govern- 
ment. 


The papers here printed In English 


are protesting against the continuance 
for some years of Spanish as the offi- 
cial language of tie courts. They as- 
sert that comparatively few of the peo- 
ple, especially outside of Manila, speak 
Spanish and that the requirement of 
Eng-Hsb as the official language would 
work no special hardship. They ap- 
pear to overlook the fact, however, that 
the laws are all in Spanish. 


This language question is in another 


way the cause of much discontent 
among the Filipinos who aspire to posi- 
tions, clerical and otherwise, under the 
Americna administration. They assert 
that even when they pass the civil 
service examination and are appointed 
they receive less compensation than 
Americans in the same grade. Thia is 
true, and the explanation offered is the 
nnfamilterity of the natives with the 
English language and American meth- 
ods. 
Whether equal opportunity will 


be allowt d them when they have learn- 
ed American ways and English remains 
to be seen.
